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STRIKE TO 
HIT VITAL 
SERVICES 


MORE than 2,000 council 
workers are set to join the 
picket line for a two-day pay 
protest next week - bringing 
key services to their knees. 

The ‘Fair Pay Today’ industrial 
action will see thousands of Unison 
and T&G trade union members aban¬ 
don their posts on Wednesday and 
Thursday, July 16-17. 

The strike will badly affect schools, 
sports centres, refuse collections and 
scores of other council services, with 
each unmanned position having a 
costly knock-on effect. 

Union members gave the green light 
to industrial action last month in

protest to the Government’s below- 
inflation pay offer of 2.45 per cent. 

Unison’s Medway branch secretary 
Brian Kelly said: “We anticipate a 
strong turn-out. We have 2,000 mem¬ 
bers working in Medway council and 
so the industrial action will clearly 
have an impact across services. 

“It’s very difficult to gauge precisely 
what that will mean, but the strike 
action covers all services.” 

Mr Kelly said the deal offered equat¬ 
ed to a real-term pay cut. 


He said: “Unison members working 
within local government feel they 
are the poor relation in terms of other 
the pay increases offered to other 
occupations. 

“Teachers were recently offered a 
higher amount and the 2.45 per cent 
offer is lower than that offered to 
health workers. Why should we suffer? 

“Our position is one of costs; real 
inflation is running at close to 4.5 per 
cent and so the pay settlement has to 
reflect that. 

“With petrol going up by 22 per cent, 
mortgages going up by eight per cent, 
the deal being offered to us represents 
a wage cut.”

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CRACKDOWN ON THE BENEFIT CHEATS 

Fraud team fights 
to make benefit 
cheats face music

COUNTER fraud investiga¬ 
tors are working round the 
clock to bring benefit cheats 
across Medway to book. 

The dedicated Medway council 
anti-corruption team is in the process 
of prosecuting or considering bring¬ 
ing charges against more than 50 
fraudsters. 

The eight-strong team has 200 
cases under investigation, many of 
which will result in further legal 
action being taken. 

More than 100 tip-offs and leads, 
many coming from Yourmedway 
readers as a result of our Your 
Money - Your Loss’ crackdown on 
benefit cheats, are also set to be fol¬ 
lowed up. 

Medway council’s counter fraud 
and corruption senior investigator 
Duncan Warmington said: “Many 
people who have called us have 
mentioned they saw the campaign 
in Yourmedway and picked up the 
phone as a result. 

“The drive has been really good, 
it’s already helping to make a differ¬ 
ence. The more benefit fraud that 
can be brought into the public eye 
the better.” 

Mr Warmington’s team uses 
surveillance techniques to catch 
fraudulent claimants in the act and 
build up enough evidence to haul 
them before the courts. 

He said: “The counter fraud and 
corruption team, along with the rest 
of the audit services team, is 
charged with the duty of protecting 
the ‘public purse’, which in short 
means no one is stealing Medway 
taxpayer’s money. 


“Medway council’s counter fraud 
officers do use surveillance to 
catch benefit fraudsters, but this is 
carefully monitored under the 
Regulation of Investigatory Powers 
Act 2000, known as RIPA. 

“The type of surveillance undertak¬ 
en by council officers only occurs in 
places where any member of the 
public could be or could be seen. 

“For example, waiting in a street to 
see who comes out of a particular 
house or following someone to a 
workplace.” 

The council’s finance chief, Alan 
Jarrett, also praised the Your Money 

- Your Loss initiative, which aims 
to root out con artists who drained 
more than £400,000 of taxpayers’ 
money last year alone. 

He said: “I want everyone to realise 
that benefit fraud is a crime that 
won’t be tolerated. 

“Medway council takes the theft 
of public money very seriously. This 
is money that could be spent on 
providing essential services to the 
community and I urge everyone to 
support this important campaign 
and report any benefit crimes to our 
benefits team or Yourmedway. 

“Anyone caught cheating the sys¬ 
tem will be prosecuted and will 
have to repay what they have stolen 

- and they could be imprisoned.” 

During the last year, 41 fraudsters 

were prosecuted for cheating the 
benefit system. 

A further 46 received formal cau¬ 
tions, while three more received 
administrative penalties.

Sapper in hospital 
after barracks fall 

A SOLDIER has been recovering in 
hospital from serious injuries after 
falling from a second-floor window at 
a barracks in Medway. 

The man, who has not been named, 
was found on the ground outside the 
window at the Royal School of 
Military Engineers in Chatham in the 
early hours of last Tuesday morning. 

The soldier, who was taken to a 
London hospital, had been taking a 
course and was not based in Medway. 

Cat shot in heart in 
evil pellet gun attack 

SICK thugs are being hunted by 
police after shooting a cat more than 
ten times with an air rifle - with one 
pellet piercing the pet’s heart. 

The severely injured animal was 
found in The Street in Upper Hailing 
on Monday and rushed to the vet’s. 

An X-ray showed the cat had been 
hit more than ten times. The final 
vets bill is expected to pass £600. 
Witnesses are asked to call Medway 
police on 01634 792532.

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Overtime nets cops 
£2.3 million extra

'It's too much

POLICE officers have pocketed a 
whopping £2.3 million in overtime 
payments during the last three years. 

Constables and sergeants at Medway police 
notched up 109,000 additional hours between 
2005-08 - an average of 36,000 extra hours 
each year. 

Figures obtained by Yourmedway through a 
Freedom of Information request to Kent police 
show the officers’ overtime peaked in 2006-07, 
when they worked more than 40,000 overtime 
hours, earning an extra £905,000. 

Across Kent, PCs and sergeants worked an 
extra 2.9 million hours during the same three- 
year period, taking home close to £65 million in 
additional payments. 

Officers in the Special Operations unit 
earned the bulk of that cash, pocketing £10.8 
million for 470,000 overtime hours. 

Payments to police across the UK topped half 


a billion pounds last year alone but Kent Police 
Federation chairman Ian Pointon said the true 
figure was likely to be much higher. 

He said: “I think there are probably millions 
more in unclaimed overtime hours that officers 
either use to take extra days off or they do not 
claim because of goodwill. If all officers decided 
to claim their overtime at once then I would not 
be surprised if it bankrupted many forces.” 

The Police Federation of England and Wales’ 
constables’ central committee’s chairman Julie 
Nesbit said forces are in desperate need of more 
officers. 

She said: “Overtime will be going up for the 
simple reason that officers are reducing in num¬ 
bers. Forces across England and Wales are say¬ 


ing they will reduce the number of constables 
and the workload is definitely not being reduced 
so overtime is the only answer. “If forces want to 
see the figure reduced then they should hire 
more officers not fewer; £400 million (the 
amount of overtime paid to officers in England 
and Wales) would buy an awful lot of constables.” 

The Police Federation’s sergeants’ central 
committee’s chairman Paul McKeever agreed 
that more officers are needed but said that 
until then, overtime is the only fair system of 
renumeration. 

He added: “Overtime is certainly something our 
members feel is the right way to reward them 
for the work they do. I do not see how replacing 
it with a higher basic wage could work.” 


Summer shows 
lose £150,000 

THE council-run Castle Concerts made 
a loss of more than £150,000 last year, 
new figures show. 

Events chiefs ploughed £670,000 into 
staging the six-night event in summer 
2007, but lost more than £25,000 on 
average per night. 

Former Kinks frontman Ray Davies’ 
solo gig proved the biggest financial flop, 
coming up £74,000 short, while Motown 
legend Smokey Robinson’s performance 
ran at a loss of £73,000. 

The Liberal Democrats slammed coun¬ 
cil bigwigs, saying they are wasting 
money on the concerts while making 
cutbacks across their services. 

Lib Dem group leader Geoff Juby said: 
“How on earth can the council justify 
spending this kind of money putting on 
concerts that lose £150,000? 

“This is absolutely disgraceful.” 

Medway council’s deputy leader Alan 
Jarrett defended the concerts, saying: 
“Each year the Liberals like to 
criticise the summer concerts, but they 
forget the social, economic and cultural 
benefits they bring to Rochester and 
to Medway.”

across England, Wales and 
Northern Ireland are expected to 
take part in next week’s strike.

SEVEN women were arrested in 
Medway for prostitution offences 
during a nationwide police crack¬ 
down on human trafficking. 

The figure was revealed this week 
as part of a report into the Home 
Office-led Operation Pentameter 2 
campaign, which aimed to rescue 
victims smuggled into the country 
and forced to work in the sex trade. 

The paper shows Kent police 
arrested the seven women in syn¬ 
chronised raids on eight premises 
across the towns. 

Five were arrested at properties in 
Chatham, while three were taken 
from premises in Gillingham and 
two in Rochester. 

Two foreign girls trafficked into 
Medway and forced to work in seedy 
brothels were also rescued during 
the operation. 

Victims are often coerced or 
deceived into entering the UK and 
can be kidnapped, falsely impris¬ 
oned and raped. 

Across the county, police stormed

dozens of premises during the 
campaign, arresting 50 people for 
offences such as managing a brothel 
and conspiracy to traffic women for 
the sex trade. 

Assistant Chief Constable Allyn 
Thomas, who coordinated the Kent 
operation, said: “While the main 
objective of this campaign was 
to identify and rescue victims of 
trafficking, we are continuously 
working to make sure that those 
organised crime groups who are at 
the centre of this activity are repeat¬ 
edly targeted. 

“We will not only put them before 
the courts, but will seize any money 
or assets they make through this 
trade to ensure they do not profit 
from their criminality.”

Offenders agree with 
acceptable behaviour

VOLUNTARY anti-social 
behaviour orders are 
helping reduce crime in 
Medway, say police. 

During the last financial year 
more than 200 people, aged ten to 
80, signed a six-month acceptable 
behaviour agreement (ABA), 
promising to abide by a list of 
strict conditions. 

Anti-social behaviour officer 
Jackie Lineham said the 
contracts played their part in a 
three per cent fall in nuisance 
crime, ranging from petty theft to 
kerb crawling. 

She said: “The tailor-made 
voluntary agreements are a really 
useful tool. ABAs are about put¬ 
ting boundaries in place for young 
people and getting them to under¬ 
stand acceptable behaviour. 

“They can be used for just about 
anything and the impact on the 
community is almost immediate.” 

ABAs give police and comm¬ 
unity partners such as Medway

council and housing associations 
an alternative to the ASBO, which 
is court imposed. 

Ms Lineham said: “It’s a staged 
approach, with the ASBO at the 
end. ABAs give us an alternative 
to putting offenders into the 
criminal justice system. 

“In one example there was a 
teenage boy who caused thou¬ 
sands of pounds of damage spray¬ 
ing graffiti. 

“He signed an ABA and 
stopped, stayed on at school and 


did his A Levels. In that case we 
used restorative justice, which 
tries to restore the balance 
between victim and offender. 

“As part of the boy’s agreement 
he cleaned off some of the graffiti 
and also spoke to one of the 
victims. The offender gained an 
understanding of how long it 
takes to wash off the graffiti and 
the effect it has on other peoples’ 
lives.” 

The 205 ABAs signed in 2007/08 
are up from just 33 in the 


previous year and 27 in 2005/06. 

PC Caroline Pope said: “ABAs 
are not a punishment. It’s about 
getting individuals to be 
responsible for their actions and 
to understand the impact their 
behaviour has on the community. 

“I think they’ve had a big 
impact. Sitting someone down 
and confronting them with their 
behaviour is very powerful. 

“Anti-social behaviour is down 
and ABAs are one of the tools to 
have contributed to that.”

VISUALLY-impaired Chris Davies will feature in 
the latest production by Aardman animations, 
the award-winning team behind loveable duo 
Wallace and Gromit. 

Mr Davies, from Chatham, provides the voice 
of Callum the Chameleon in two episodes of 
the six-week Creature Discomforts campaign, 
which aims to change attitudes towards 
disabilities. 

In one animation, Chris' chameleon - joined 
by a guide ladybird - tells how some people 
have treated him since his eyesight started to 
deteriorate in 1997. 

He said: "The number of people who've told 
me 'you can't do that', it really annoys me. 
Especially seeing as I can do it better than 
them sometimes."

80s. Apart from when I spent some time at 
school in California, I had a very traditional 
academic education, studying at Oxford 
University. From there I went on to a career 
in international finance, ending up in a bank 
at the time power dressing was at its peak. I 
cringe when I remember the shoulder pads 
and bright tights. It was a really exciting and 
privileged world, but it kept you out of touch 
with reality. Then international circum¬ 
stances meant I was made redundant. 

While I was looking round, I decided to reply 
to an advert for part-time business studies 
lecturers at Mid-Kent College. I went for an 
interview thinking I had no chance since I 
had no teaching experience. Much later, I was 
told they couldn’t believe their luck someone 
who could teach both accounting and IT want¬ 
ed lots of hours of teaching. But that is one of 
the brilliant things about the college - it gives 
real second chances - not just to students, but 
staff, who are given opportunities too. 

Q What is your role at the college and what are your 
responsibilities? 

A I’ve been a vice principal at Mid-Kent 
College for five years. For the last couple of 
years I have been on a secondment taking 
charge of our £86 million project to build a 
new campus in Medway. I came up through 
the ranks from being a part-time lecturer. 


When I joined in 1991, I would never have 
imagined I would still be here 17 years later 
but I love the place and the people.

What are the best bits about your job? 


A Feeling that what we are doing will make 
a huge difference to so many people in 
Medway. Mid-Kent College really is a place 
where anyone can transform their lives. The 
new campus will allow us to give that chance 
to even more people. 

Rather stupidly when I agreed to take on 
the project I thought it was all about building 
something. I quickly realised it’s just like run¬ 
ning any operation with a multi-million 
pound budget - the people factor is the most 
important - thinking about how to fit in the 
needs of all the students and staff who will 
use the campus, plus getting the hundreds of 
people on the project to feel motivated.

And the worst bits? 


A If I have one regret about my career it’s 
that I didn’t stay long in teaching, moving 
too quickly to management roles. Having said 
that, the job I’m doing now is by far the most 
exciting I’ve ever had.

How excited are you by the new campus? 

Taking charge of an £86 million construc¬ 
tion project is always going to be an excit¬ 


ing experience, especially for a woman who 
has no previous experience of the construction 
industry. It is difficult to describe how excited 
I get when I visit the site and see what a 
superb facility it will be. It keeps me going.

What will the campus offer? 


A lt is positioned right next to the universi¬ 
ties in Medway and can accommodate 
nearly 30 per cent more students than 
Horsted and City Way. We are designing it to 
be physically more welcoming than our exist¬ 
ing buildings. 

It will have state-of-the-art training facili¬ 
ties in a wide range of subject areas, including 
construction, engineering, hospitality and 
catering, hair and beauty, and performing 
arts.

What do you like to do when you're not at work? 


A I have just moved down to the seafront at 
Tankerton. As well as trying to get my new 
place sorted out, I am enjoying being able to 
step out of my door and take long, sunny 
walks along the beach.

Railway fare 
hikes anger 


Is smokeless cigarette 

the pub trade's saviour?

THEY say there’s no 
smoke without fire - but in 
this case it’s quite the 
opposite. 

An alternative method of puffing 
away at the pub has drifted into the 
national consciousness and is caus¬ 
ing quite a stir in the industry. 

So-called electronic or alternative 
cigarettes give users the sensation 
of smoking, even producing a 
vapour that can be inhaled and 
exhaled while delivering the nico¬ 
tine hit, but are legal as no harmful 
smoke is emitted. 

One brand on the market is called 
the SuperSmoker. 

Its Ultimo model, which retails at 
around £78, allows smokers to 
dodge the smoking ban, which has 
now been in place for a year. 

Inventors say the system helps 
people lead a healthier lifestyle and 
is much cheaper, claiming it can 
knock 65 per cent off normal smok¬ 
ing costs. 

It is legal to use inside pubs and 
clubs as it causes no harm to those 
sharing their air. 

Cartridges are placed into a pre¬ 
charged atomiser and users suck on 
it like a normal cigarette. 

The firm says it looks, tastes and 
“smokes” like a conventional ciga¬ 
rette but has no detrimental health 
effects on others and doesn’t cause 
cancer. 

We asked 58-year-old smoker 
Graham Bates from Heme Bay to 
trial the SuperSmoker Ultimo on a 
trip to his local. 


He said: “I felt a little strange 
using it. It does have a certain sen¬ 
sation of smoking but you have to 
suck pretty hard to get much out 
and it leaves a sugary taste on the 
lips. 

“I used it in the pub and the bar¬ 
man did initially ask me to stop but 
I showed him the product and then 
he was fine with it. He said he had 
seen them before and had no issues 
with people using them.” 


Mark Bradley, assistant manager 
of the Prince of Wales pub in 
Railway Street, Chatham, said: “I’ve 
actually got one of the electronic cig¬ 
arettes. 

“I went to the London Bar Show 
last week and they were giving 
them out. I think they’re brilliant 
and bought some for my staff.” 

Sam Griggs, trainee assistant 
manager of the Druid’s Arms in 
Earl Street, Maidstone, said: “I 


think they’re a good idea. 

“I’ve not seen anyone using them 
in the pub. We’ve only got a little 
garden and it normally gets packed 
with smokers, so products like this 
may become quite popular. 

“It might cause a bit of conflict, 
though, as other customers may 
think they are real cigarettes.” 

Graham Moore, landlord of the 
Duke’s Head in Sellindge, said: “I 
wouldn’t have any objections to 
them being used here. If they are 
legal to use indoors and don’t dis¬ 
turb anyone else, then that’s fine.” 

Ian Gray, from the Chartered 
Institute of Environmental Health, 
has looked into the innovation. 

He said: “We have been the advi¬ 
sors to all the regulatory authorities 
on this matter and are hearing 
about it more and more. 

“Our main concern was that offi¬ 
cers wouldn’t be able to tell the dif¬ 
ference, but it is clear if you are 
close to them they are not normal 
cigarettes. They are perfectly legal 
to use because, in our view, this isn’t 
smoking. 

“It is unlikely that a local author¬ 
ity would want to make a prosecu¬ 
tion as the legislation is to protect 
people from second-hand smoke. 

“If there is no smoke, then there is 
not really a basis for a prosecution.” 

Mr Gray said the device was 
catching on. “They seem to be using 
them a lot in the North. I suppose if 
you don’t want to go outside, it’s a 
real alternative. 

“They seem to be particularly pop¬ 
ular in bingo halls, especially 
among older people who may not 
want to get up and go outside and 
all that goes with that, such as col¬ 
lecting your coat.” 


commuters 

RAIL commuters are braced for 
inflation-busting hikes in fares, 
with rises of up to 15 per cent on 
the way. 

Politicians and consumer groups 
have reacted angrily to the “ludi¬ 
crous” increases. 

Train firms base their annual 
price increases for fares regulated 
by the Government, such as season 
tickets, on the retail price index 
(RPI) for July plus one per cent. 

City analysts have predicted the 
figure will be 4.5 per cent or more, 
meaning a 5.5 per cent rise across 
most fares in January 2009. 

But under its franchise agree¬ 
ment with the Department of 
Transport, Southeastern is allowed 
to add three per cent to the RPI fig¬ 
ure for Kent fares, leading to big 
hikes for passengers in the county. 

And because the company is not 
allowed to add the extra three per 
cent to fares in London, Kent com¬ 
muters can expect to pick up the 
bill for the two per cent the compa¬ 
ny is missing out on in the capital. 

Tunde Olatunji, Kent spokesman 
for the national rail watchdog 
Passenger Focus, called for the sus¬ 
pension of the plus-three rule 
because of the financial pressures 
already facing passengers due to 
the credit squeeze and fuel prices. 

He said: “In London fares are not 
allowed to go beyond RPI plus one 
per cent, so the extra money 
Southeastern is allowed to claim all 
falls on Kent passengers. Kent is 
picking up the extra two per cent 
London is not paying.” 

A Southeastern official said talk 
of fare increases in January was 
speculative because the July RPI 
would not be known until August. 

She said: “We received £140 mil¬ 
lion last year in subsidies. Over a 
year that goes down by £20 million. 

“The idea is that as our subsidy 
decreases passengers pay more 
towards the cost of their travel 
because it is less subsidised.”

TIME AND TIDE: Caesar's invasion has 
been studied by American academics 


Tide of history pinpoints Caesar's invasion 


JULIUS Caesar’s first landing on 
the coast of Kent in 55BC could not 
have been on the days commonly 
assumed, according to academics 
from the US. 

The traditional view is that the 
Romans carried out their first foray 
into Britain on the night of August 
26-27. Their first approach was 
near present-day Dover, where 
many British warriors were waiting 
in battle formation. 

So the invasion force is thought to 
have manouvered its galleys up the 
coast towards Deal. 

But Dr Donald Olson, a resear¬ 
cher at Texas State University, said 
this would not have been possible 


as tides in the Channel were flow¬ 
ing the wrong way. 

His team says an invasion on the 
night of August 22-23 would have 
been far more likely. 

It is acknowledged by historians 
that Caesar came to Britain with 
about 100 ships and two legions 
with a total of 10,000 men. 

But as his fleet neared the white 
cliffs, lookouts spotted a large force 
of heavily-armed warriors whose 
spears could have reached the land¬ 
ing ground. 

So the commander ordered his 
fleet to search for an alternative 
landing site which was recorded as 
being “an open and flat shore”. 


There has also been some debate 
as to where this actually was - but 
between Deal and Walmer is 
favoured by historians. During his 
writings on the campaign, Caesar 
mentioned strong tides, a full moon 
and an ocean current. 

Dr Olson studied these docu¬ 
ments and found that August 2007 
had very similar tides to the same 
month in 55BC, so his team con¬ 
ducted an experiment, the results of 
which have just been revealed. 

He dropped an apple off Deal pier 
which floated south-west towards 
Dover, suggesting that the Roman 
fleet could not have battled against 
the tide even though the galleys 


were equipped with banks of oars. 

“The Channel was flowing the 
wrong way,” said Dr Olson. 

Further experiments with tides 
during the month pointed to the 
date a few days earlier as being 
ideal for a landfall in the Deal area. 

The first Roman invasion never 
penetrated far into Kent and 
Caesar’s ship were battered by high 
winds and rough seas. 

They went back to France before 
winter set in but returned in force 
the following year, fighting the 
Britons at what is now Canterbury 
and in the hills behind Folkestone 
before crossing the Medway to com¬ 
plete the conquest of local tribes.

ST NICHOLAS CE Infant School has 
been given a three-point improvement 
plan after its latest Ofsted inspection. 

The Strood school, which teaches 109 four- 
to seven-year olds, was found to be ‘good’ and 
moving in the right direction, but suffered 
from weaknesses in a number of areas.

Terror tactics to scare 
us out of downloading 


IN the dark ages before the inter¬ 
net, if there was one thing that 
used to get film and movie bosses 
hot under the collar it was pirate 
copies of their beloved products. 

For those with long memories, the cam¬ 
paigns on how liome taping is killing music’ 
will be familiar. Oh yes, recording a copy of 
your favourite album on to a dodgy old cas¬ 
sette was once enemy number one. 

The fact the quality was pretty much always 
so disappointing (hearing a good album taped 
would make you run to the nearest shop to 
buy the original), was disregarded. 

The same applied to the film business. 
Buying a dodgy video of a recently released 
film was, in some parts, akin to stealing money 
from the elderly, as opposed to watching a film 
which looked like it had been shot through a 
cheese grater, such was the quality. 

In reality, of course, the good law-abiding 
majority avoided sinning in such a way - 


because they didn’t like dipping a tiny toe in 
the waters of the copyright infringers. 

After all, the powers-that-be would have us 
believe, parting with money for a dodgy copy of 
Ghostbusters 2 ensured your cash was going 
straight into the back pocket of the IRA or any 
other terrorist or drug gang. There was a very 
real element of fear. 

But then came the internet. And everything 
changed. In fact, it changed so quickly, the big 
studios were left far behind. 

There they were, smoking their big fat cigars 
and dabbling their tiny toes in vast luxurious 
swimming pools in their mansions - clearly 
the impact of those nasty tapers didn’t cut too 
deep into their profit margins - while the rest 
of the world realised just what the online plat¬ 
form offered. Crucially, it proved once and for 
all, that those flogging copies in the past were 
just trying to make a few extra quid - and 
probably not spending the cash on arms or car 
bombs. Because the internet allowed every¬ 
thing to become free. 

When the execs heard this was widespread 


they all fell into their pools and woke up. 

And so they started closing down file-shar¬ 
ing networks faster than you could download 
the latest Take That album. And now, it 
appears, they are getting just plain nasty. 

Last week internet service provider Virgin 
Media, working with the British 
Phonographic Industry, wrote to 800 users - 
with thousands more targeted - warning 
them if they keep using file-sharing sites 
(clearly they are monitoring where we surf 
pretty closely) then they face big trouble. 

Of course, it only takes one high-profile case 
of a granny being sued for £20 quillion to scare 
most of us into never doing it again.

Can you tell us a little about yourself? 

By day I am a research scientist working for a company 
developing diagnostic tests, but I have been involved in 
amateur dramatics since the age often. 

Tell us a little about Gillingham Dramatic Society and 
how you got involved? 

I got involved with GDS about eight years ago after I 
moved to the area from London. We are a friendly group 
with a membership of about 60, varying from show to 
show. We usually put on a musical in mid-October and a 
pantomime in February half-term. We also put on private 
concerts each year for nursing homes, Women's Institutes, 
the Masons etc, to raise extra funds. 

I don't think people realise how expensive it is to put on a 
major production. Our main musical nearly always makes a 
loss so we have to raise the money by other means. 

Can you name some of the films GDS members have 
featured in? 

We've always had close links with the Historic Dockyard 
and put on shows for many of their events, even appearing 
on the news for the opening of their museum. 

Many of our members have been extras in Foyle's War and 
a few years ago some members appeared in a film made 
for a Japanese production company. 

Tell us something most people don't know about GDS. 

In March of this year Gillingham Operatic and Dramatic

Transport options 
need developing 

Petrol and diesel consumption in 
the UK has dropped by a fifth in 
the space of a year. 

Two thirds of motorists have 
cut their car journeys. Rail and 
bus use is increasing rapidly. 

Current oil prices, now more 
than £70 a barrel, are pushing 
transport costs up very quickly. 

For Kent, with large rural 
areas and costly public transport, 
it has never been more desirable 
to try to move people and freight 
without using oil. 

People are to be congratulated 
on reducing their dependence on 
the car. However, the 
Government could help them to 
do more: If the 2p increase in fuel 
tax duty due this autumn were 
to be spent on reducing fares on 
public transport then even more 
journeys would be switched from 
cars to public transport. 

Reducing traffic makes walking 
and cycling more pleasant and 
reduces air pollution - a serious 
problem in those parts of Kent in 
Air Quality Management Areas. 

However, while we can all 
welcome cuts in traffic, we also 
have to recognise that 22 per 
cent of households in Kent do not 
have access to a car. 

More than 60 per cent of those 
with jobs in Kent are still using a 
car to get to work. To help people 
deal with higher energy bills, 
local councils need to encourage 
general use of Green Travel 
Plans to help people to keep 
household bills for petrol and 
diesel down.

show a lead since only one of them 
is currently claiming more for public 
transport use than for car use. 

Park and Rail using one of Kent’s 
99 stations needs to be encouraged. 
A higher priority must be given to 
extend Kent’s small 490km cycle 
network too. While east Kent has a 
relatively dense cycle network, West 
Kent has almost no cycle tracks at 
all. Those present are dedicated to 
leisure rather than practical routes 
which enable people to cycle to work 
ie Tonbridge to Penshurst and 
Tenterden to Tunbridge Wells. 

It is also still the case that 14 to 
15 out of every 100 cars in the rush 
hour is ferrying children to school. 

Walking and cycling are much to 
be preferred for developing the 
health of our children.

Wind power will not 
meet energy needs 

The story in last week’s paper 
quotes Gordon Brown saying wind 
farms will reduce energy bills. 

In 2003 Government paid £500 
million in subsidies to renewables. 
Sir John Bourne of the National 
Audit Office says this figure will be 
£1.3 billion by next year. 

Other estimates say it is already 
£1.5 billion, which works out at £60 


per annum per household. And we 
have been promised “a massive 
renewables programme”. 

Do renewables 
work? Currently 
we have only 
about 2,500MW 
of renewables, 
spread over just 
a few locations. 

Looking at the 
potential, I 
noted wind 
speeds at each 
of the 30 
locations where Met Office hourly 
wind speeds are published. 

Anemometers are short, about 
30ft, and wind turbine 300ft 
diameter rotors are mounted at 
400ft, so I added 20 per cent to each 
wind speed. I then calculated what 
actual power would be produced 
with a 1,000MW wind farm at every 
site. I used wind-speed/power data 
for a Vestas 3,000KW machine, see 
their web site. 

When writing this letter at 1pm 
the aggregate installation rated at 
30,000MW would be producing 
2,500MW. Adding an extra 
10,000MW wind installation would 
push up output by 800MW. 

Our electricity demand, (National 
Grid web site) is 41,000MW. Thus 
we would need to run an extra 
27,500MW of fossil-burning plants 
to replace wind turbine failings. 

Meanwhile, our nuclear stations 
deliver a long term average 90 per 


cent of their full power. If we want 
to build another 10,000MW for 
extra security we can expect very 
near 10,000MW. 

The limitations of renewables lie 
in the weather, tilt of the Earth’s 
axis, rotation, orbit round the sun, 
and the position of the moon, factors 
not amenable to development.

THERE was a time when life 
on the beat in Sun Hill made 
a refreshing change from the 
comings and goings of soap 
land. 

You could always rely on cop drama 
The Bill for a good bit of honest to 
goodness crook catching with the 
emphasis on the police work and 
police station politics rather than the 
constant, who’s sleeping with who 
nature of the likes of EastEnders and 
Coronation Street. 

While the storylines could some¬ 
times be a bit tame -1 remember a lot 
of episodes about shoplifting on coun¬ 
cil estates - on the whole it was fairly 
harmless stuff and was a worthy 
addition to the ITV schedules. 

These days, however, the show seems 
little more than a place where old soap 
actors and actresses go to die, or at 
least earn a steady pay-cheque before 
vanishing altogether from our screens.

also getting a piece of the pie, 
though you’d have thought she’d have 
learnt her lesson after sleeping with 
her students. 

Even those who used to be in 
Neighbours are getting a look in, not to 
mention Todd Carty who had an affair 
with his own mum not so long ago (talk 
about giving a new meaning to copping 
oft) before heading off elsewhere. 

The soapstars’ presence in the fic¬ 
tional London borough does little to 
enhance what’s actually going on and 
you have to reach a conclusion that it’s 
either lazy or opportunistic casting to 
net a few viewers the easy way. 

It’s a shame really, as some of the 
actors who aren’t such familiar faces 
pull off most of the good work here, but 
seem to get little of the plaudits as 
they are overshadowed by bigger 
‘name’ actors.

Popcorn with a twist

SUMMER wouldn’t be 
the same without the 
obligatory action block¬ 
busters competing for box 
office ratings - yet it’s 
rare to find an Oscar- 
winning actress and an 
Oscar-nominated actor 
sharing top billing on one 
such ‘popcorn’ movie. 

But then Hancock, starring 
Charlize Theron and Will Smith, 
is no ordinary action adventure - 
it’s a superhero film with a differ¬ 
ence. 

“I think this will be the craziest 
ride an audience has ever had,” 
says Theron with a wry smile. 

“I have been in this business for 
14 years and I walked out of the 
theatre after a screening and told 
my manager that this was ‘origi¬ 
nal’. I do not throw that word 
around. I have never seen any¬ 
thing like this. 

“We took a genre that audiences 
are quite familiar with and did 
something unique.” 

Hancock (Smith) is a completely 
flawed superhero - drunk and 
dishevelled, he no longer cares 
about anyone or anything and 
goes on drink-fuelled missions 
that usually do more harm than 
good. 

Until, that is, he rescues PR 
guru Ray (Jason Bateman), who 
insists on transforming Hancock’s 
public image and helping him 
clean up his act - against his own 
wife Mary’s (Theron) better judge¬ 
ment. 

“We have never seen a super¬ 
hero live a life that is so uncom¬ 
fortable to watch,” says blonde 
Theron, who is bright and articu¬ 
late - and on lively form when we 
meet. 

“He is not a nice guy. He has no 


social skills and you can’t have a 
normal conversation with him,” 
she continues. 

“Here is this guy who has been 
doing this a long time. He is some¬ 
what tired of the routine and so 
he drinks and likes to grab young 
girls’ asses! 

“All of this was a wow to me, 


because it makes a real human 
story. At the end of the day, we all 
hurt the same.” 

As Hancock gets to know Ray 
and his wife, it seems there is a 
strong attraction between him 
and Mary - and we soon discover 
she is hiding a dark secret. 

Filming on Hancock was done 


in LA - with one of the locations 
just two minutes down the road 
from where Theron lives in 
Hollywood. 

“The crowds love it. Here we 
were on Hollywood Boulevard 
with Will Smith joking around 
and high-fiving people. 

“He was throwing trucks 
around on set, so if you were a 
tourist there that week, you real¬ 
ly lucked out.” 

South African-born Theron 
grew up an only child and went to 
boarding school in Johannesburg. 
At 16, she travelled to Italy and 
then New York on modelling con¬ 
tracts before training in the 
States as a ballet dancer - her 
first love. 

She only turned to acting after a 
knee injury stopped her dancing - 
landing roles in films like The 
Devil’s Advocate and Cider House 
Rules in the mid-90s. 

It was as an uglified serial killer 
in 2003’s Monster that she won 
massive critical acclaim - and an 
Oscar for Best Actress. 

She’s set to return to drama in 
her next two projects, The 
Burning Plain and The Road, 
before reprising her role in the 
follow-up to The Italian Job, the 
ironically titled The Brazilian Job.

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Golf with a touch of scandal

GOLFERS only rarely get 
closer to heaven than the 
18th hole at The Marbella 
Club Golf Resort, surely 
the most spectacular final 
hole on the Costa del Sol? 

With a high, elevated tee over¬ 
looking a deep gully and the Straits 
of Gibraltar hazy in the far dis¬ 
tance, this par-5 cries out for the 
drive of a lifetime. 

It's a terrific course in the Sierra 
mountains, and it’s just myself and 
a club professional with an unfortu¬ 
nate surname who happily blasts 
the ball a country mile. 

Rod Bastard, 34, let rip with his 
3-wood and his shot soared into the 
cloudless Mediterranean sky, 
before dropping and bouncing soft¬ 
ly 300 yards up the fairway. 

“Right,” he said motioning with 
his arms. “Nice and slow with the 
back swing, and keep the head 
down...” 

He is ribbed mercilessly for his 
name, but retains a fine sense of 
humour. 

“I must be the only golfer on the 
Costa del Sol who is on first name 
terms with everybody” he laughs 
as he poured the coffee on the club¬ 
house veranda. 


The course, opened in 1999, easi¬ 
ly compares with the best in this 
part of Spain, and that includes 
San Roque (Old), Sotogrande, the 
over-rated Valderrama, Los 
Naranjos, and Santana near 
Fuengirola. 

Once darkness falls, bars and 
restaurants in this chic resort 
quickly fill up with the heavy aro¬ 
mas of Chanel and Lancome, plus a 
whiff of scandal and corruption. 

But then Marbella wouldn't be 
Marbella without a touch of sleaze. 
Though it may not have the pull it 
once commanded when foreign hol¬ 
idays were beyond the reach of 
many, the city and neighbouring 
Puerto Banus, crammed with 
yachts, remain a great location. 

Old Marbella with its narrow 
lanes of boutiques and gift shops off 
Orange Tree Plaza is especially 
good. 

The Marbella Club and Spa 
Resort, a good half-hour walk along 
the seafront, is seriously upmarket 
and makes no apologies for remind¬ 
ing visitors of its enigmatic creator. 

Marbella was hardly more than a 
fishing village by the time World 
War Two ended, when a flash 
German prince, the wonderfully 
named Prince Alfonso de 
Hohenlohe-Langenburg, arrived to 
make his fortune. 

In 1947, he pulled up in his Rolls 
Royce Phantom for a picnic, and 


intoxicated by the beauty of the 
place, bought an old vineyard and 
built 16 rooms as an aristocratic 
wayside inn. 

It went on to become a much 
sought-after hideaway for Europe's 
jet set, Hollywood's finest, and even 
British royalty. 

The open air Grill Restaurant on 
the terrace, lit by hundreds of can¬ 


dles melted around the branches of 
olive trees, was the setting for a 
gastronomic experience like no 
other. 

Lamb cooked to perfection and 
presented beautifully; a fine bottle - 
or two - of Rioja, and attended by a 
team of waiters who went about 
their business with a minimum of 
fuss.

Simple steps to 
help cut bills 

FAMILIES across the county could cut 
their fuel bills by £240 a year by invest¬ 
ing just £100 on making their homes 
more environmentally friendly accord¬ 
ing to a new guide. 

Save Money Help the Planet, pro¬ 
duced by the National Housing 
Federation, reveals how households can 
save and contribute to a greener society 

Investing £8.99 in a clothes horse 
instead of using a spin-cycle on a wash¬ 
ing machine could cut the electricity bill 
by £70 per year. 

And for under £12, a household can fix 
a sheet of tin foil behind radiators - sav¬ 
ing £20 from their annual energy bill 
and cut emissions by 80kg per year. 

Six energy-saving lightbulbs will cost 
£7.74 - but within a year will have pro¬ 
duced savings of £42, and cut a house¬ 
hold’s emissions by 70kg. 

Switching off electrical goods at the 
mains instead of using ‘standby’ can 
save £28 per year. 

Even closing the curtains when it gets 
dark can trim £20 from a heating bill. 

The federation’s south east manager, 
Warren Finney, said: “At a time when 
many people are struggling to pay their 
bills, and climate change is a worry, it 
makes sense to take a few simple steps 
to cut their bills and their emissions.” 

Owners look to cash

DESPITE cutbacks in other areas of 
spending, 57 per cent of UK homeowners 
have undertaken home improvements in 
the past six months or plan to complete 
them in the next 12 months, according to 
a survey from home insurer LV=.

Some 15 per cent said they have made 
or are making improvements in an 
expectation of making money when the 
housing market recovers. 

A further 14 per cent admit to improv¬ 
ing their home because moving isn’t 
affordable, while six per cent attribute 
their investment in home improvements 
to a concern about the credit crunch. 

Emma Holyer, spokesperson for LV= 
said: “Despite the challenging housing 
market and lack of affordable mortgages, 
we are still a nation obsessed with our 
homes and what money we can make on 
them.” 


Landlords' faith in the 
market remains strong 

Buy-to-let investors in 
it for the long term

LANDLORDS who buy property to 
let are increasingly resolved to main¬ 
taining their portfolios instead of sell¬ 
ing them off. 

And, according to the Association of Residential 
Letting Agencies (ARLA), just 1.3 per cent of 
landlords, who represent the biggest spenders in 
recent months, expect to have to sell up because 
of the market conditions. 

Experts say this shows those who have a long¬ 
term investment in the value of property are 
keeping faith that the market will improve. 

The ARLA review shows a rate of return on 
investment from the cash purchase of investment 
property of around 10.82 per cent. 

Investment landlords report yet again that they 
expect to hold their residential property invest¬ 
ments for the best part of two decades, up to an 
average age of 17.2 years. 

This is an increase from 16.7 years in the previ¬ 
ous quarter. 

Ian Potter, ARLA’s head of operations, said: 
“Buy-to-let landlords are confirmed as prudent 
investors for the long term. 

“These investors understand the realities of the 
investment market they have chosen. This under¬ 
standing would appear to be far greater than the 
understanding shown by investors in many other 
markets and is proving to be a bonus for the 
nation’s housing problems. There is no one else 
investing in residential housing at the moment.” 

ARLA’s latest figures show that in the search 
for a buy-to-let mortgage lender, personal 
research ranks highest among investors. 

This is followed by more than half going for pre¬ 
vious experience of their lender, while slightly 
less than half look for a lender that is well estab¬ 
lished in the market. 

When choosing a mortgage product, the initial 
interest rate ranks as the most important factor, 
followed by the true cost of the mortgage and 
then rental calculation. 

A total of 60 per cent prefer to arrange buy-to- 
let mortgages through a mortgage broker, while 
20 per cent go directly to their lender of choice.

0-62mph in 15.6 seconds - from the same 
1.1-litre petrol unit used in the Picanto and 
two of the three models sneak into the £35 a 
year road tax band. 

Interior ‘space engineering’ is impressive, 
comfort levels are good and this high-roof car 
can be crammed like a van when the rear seats 
are folded. Some of the textured trimming 
looks cheap though and the steering wheel 
feels low rent; as this is the most touched con¬ 
trol, Hyundai should have tried harder. 

There is no street cred in the styling either, 
but the big deal is prices from £6,495, air-con 
as standard, a potential average of 60mpg 
and Hyundai’s worry-free five-year/unlimited 
mileage warranty. 

A £500 ‘price walk’ takes you to the mid- 
priced Comfort model and the same again 
buys the almost luxuriously-appointed £7,595 
Style flagship, adding electric windows all 
round, alloys, heated front seats, powered sun¬ 
roof, under floor luggage box and rear spoiler.

EQUAL RIGHTS: Employers need to tread carefully to comply with proposed new equality legislation

EQUALITIES Minister Harriet 
Harman has unveiled wide-rang¬ 
ing proposals for a new Equalities 
Bill, but the reaction from Kent 
business experts seems mixed so 
far. 

It covers issues such as the gender pay gap, 
ageism and positive discrimination in favour 
of women and ethnic minorities, but it could 
mean local firms trying to tread fine legal 
lines. 

Susanna Gilmartin, partner and employ¬ 
ment lawyer at law firm Thomson Snell and 
Passmore, which has offices covering the 
Thames Gateway and Tunbridge Wells, said 
Britain introduced the first race discrimina¬ 
tion legislation in the late 1960s. 

“The approach taken by such laws has been 
to prevent or restrict the public and particular 
employers from discriminating and treating 
people less favourably,” she said. 

“The culture in this country is that are we 
not allowed to discriminate on grounds of sex, 
sexual orientation, race, religion and belief, 
and, most recently, age. 

“Now Kent businesses are going to have to 
get their heads around positively discriminat¬ 
ing on grounds of sex and so on when, for 
example, two graduates from the same college 
with identical diplomas and other academic 
results are applying for the same job, but are 
different in age, sex or ethnicity. 

“Is this going to be a case of positively dis¬ 
criminating away from ability and in favour of 
age, sex or race? 

“Why would employers want to have the out¬ 
come based on positive discrimination when it 
is ability that really matters? 

‘When employers are trying to tread the fine 
line, more legislation to define choice may 
prove counter-productive in the long run.” 

At Folkestone-based Saga, spokesman Paul 


Green said most people who write to Saga 
Magazine complain about access to healthcare 
and how they are kept informed about treat¬ 
ment, and discrimination in access to training 
and job opportunities. 

“In particular, many complain about the 
legalised discrimination that allows employ¬ 
ers to force people to retire, even when the 
individual concerned wants to - and is able to 
- continue to work. 

“As for services such as insurance, Saga, 
along with some other insurers, does not have 
upper age limits. Indeed, the oldest person for 
whom we have provided travel insurance 
went to Italy to celebrate her 100th birthday. 

‘We think it is wrong for insurance compa¬ 


nies simply to refuse because of someone’s age, 
but we can understand why they might want 
to do so as it is a very specialist area. 
Compulsion to provide cover from non-special¬ 
ists will simply lead to high prices. 

“Instead insurers ought to be required to 
direct them to an independent source of infor¬ 
mation so the customer can easily find a 
provider that better understands their needs 
and will provide cover, because of their special¬ 
ism.” 

On equal pay for men and women, official 
statistics show the gender pay gap has been 
declining since 1997. But even after 30 years 
since the Equal Pay Act came into effect a gap 
still exists.

GILLINGHAM boss Mark 
Stimson is hoping new signing

The 29-year-old penned a three-year deal with 
Gills last week after almost two months of talks. 

He was part of the Rovers squad which 
clinched promotion from League One with a 
1-0 win in the play-offs. 

For Stimson, who enjoyed success in non¬ 
league football before taking over at Priestfield, 
the winning habit is a vital ingredient. 

He said: “The fact Mark has come from a win¬ 
ning team is important. When you get the taste 
of winning it’s the best feeling in football. His 
last league game was at Wembley and hopeful¬ 
ly he will tell the other players about it.” 

Signing a forward with physical presence was 
Stimson’s priority over the summer and the 6ft 
5in former Brentford hitman fits the bill. 

While his strength and height are what inter¬ 
ested the Gills boss, he believes McCammon 
will bring more to the side next season. 

Stimson said: “He will help the team both 
going forward and defensively at set pieces. 
Whoever plays alongside him will benefit from 
the flick-ons he will win.

Cycling still feeling 
benefit of Le Tour's 
visit through Kent 

TWELVE months ago two million people 
flanked roadsides across Kent as the coun¬ 
ty played host to one of the biggest sporting 
events in the world. 

It was only the Tour de France’s third 
visit to Britain in the event’s 104-year his¬ 
tory and came the day after London began 
the Tour by hosting the Prologue time trial. 

With the 126-mile route bathed in July 
sunshine, the crowds cheered on a long 
breakaway by British rider David Millar 
before Australian Robbie McEwen sprinted 
to win the stage in Canterbury. 

After the race, Tour director Christian 
Prudhomme said: “The enormous crowds in 
Kent have taken our breath away. The Tour 
has been staggered by the warm reception 
we have been given by the British public.” 

The Tour would later become embroiled 
in several drugs scandals, but at the time 
there was little doubt the event had been a 
huge sporting success for Kent. 

Stronger 

The 2008 edition of the world’s most 
prestigious road race started in Brittany 
last weekend, but a year on from its brief 
rendezvous in southern England the 
impact is still being felt in Kent. 

Rod Kennison was among the thousands 
of amateur cyclists to ride the course a week 
before the Tour. As president of Medway 
Velo he has seen the effects first hand. 

He said: “It has generated a terrific 
amount of interest. Our club has doubled in 
size, we have probably got 30-40 new mem¬ 
bers because of the race. We had interest 
straight after the race, a really good response. 
We are getting stronger and stronger.” 

Ian Ferrell, chairman of VC Deal, agrees: 
“There was such a buzz around last year, it 
really did bring top level cycling to the people. 
Nationally cycling is quite strong, especially 
since the British team did so well at the 
World Championships. With the Olympics as 
well I think it’s all part of a whole process 
where we advertise the sport.” 

The Tour will go through Italy later this 
month before finishing in Paris on July 27.
